SAFETY CENTER 


$14M project nears home stretch

The bathrooms are being 
tiled. Many of the interior walls 
are painted. The new firehouse 
at Andover’s safety center needs 
finishing touches and a good 
sweeping, but it is starting to 
look homey, said officials. 

When the center will open 


remains something of a ques- 
tion. While Carlos Mello, presi- 
dent of contractor Mello Con- 
struction, recently said the North 
Main Street building will be 
complete by March, Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapczynski said he 
suspects the project might not be 
complete until May. 


Sull, Stapezynski and Fire 
Chief Charles Murnane appear 
pleased with recent progress. 
“We're excited about nearing 
completion. We’re excited about 
showing the public what a good 
facility it is,” said Stapezynski. 

“T think the town will be very 
proud of this building when it’s

done. Everybody we bring in 
seems to be very pleased,” said 
Murnane. 

Plant and Facilities Director 
Joe Piantedosi said the internal 
wiring for the fire station is a 
week away from completion. 
Piantedosi and Stapezynski said 
they expect the project to be sub- 
stantially complete in May. 

If the project is completed in 
May, it will arrive about 20 
months behind schedule. Town 
Meeting voters approved $12.9 
million for the project in 1999, 
and the building was supposed 
to open in September 2002. 

Andover created a project- 
manager position, an employee 
hired to oversee the completion 
of the safety center, the new 
schools and the senior center. 
More than one person held this 
position, with the most recent, 
Phil Tuminelli, announcing he 
was looking for new work in 
May 2002. Piantedosi said the 
projects ran beyond the length 
of his contract and he found 
other work. Today, the two 
schools are open, the safety cen- 
ter is stll awaiting completion 
but ground was never broken 
for a new senior center.

Drinking water effect concerns town

The Massachusetts Highw ay 
Department will meet with 
Andover health and water offi- 
cials to discuss salt contamina- 
tion in Fish Brook, following a 
second letter from town officials 

The state agency did not 
respond to an October letter 
written by Andover Health 
Director Everett Penney, 
prompting the town Board of 
Health to send in January a sec- 
ond request to meet. 

September water tests on Fish 
Brook — a five-mile long stream 
pumped into Haggetts Pond, the 
town drinking water supply 
showed sodium levels 25 times 
greater than the those recom 
mended by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. Fish Brook 
runs near the junction of Inter- 
states 93 and 495. Also located 
near the junction is a state salt 
dump that supplies winter road 
salt for the highways. The salt 
dump is the main culprit from 
Fish Brook’s high sodium levels,

Congregation eyes 
expansion near 
Shawsheen Square

Another Andover religious 
congregation is planning an 
expansion project, but the town 
has concems about the plan 

An Orthodox Jewish group 
the Chabad Lubavitch Jewish 
Center of the Merrimack Valley 

wants to tear down the home 
near the corner of Routes 133 
and 28 where it is housed and 
build a new center for its grow 
ing congregation, complete with 
a parking lot with about 60 
spaces and a new access road. 

Building and planning offi 
clals have balked at the plan, in 


part because access would come 
through a private road of uncer 
tain legal status and a proposed 
new road that would cut across a 
neighboring property onto a 
small side street 

But under the state’s Dover 
Amendment, towns cannot force 
religious and charitable organi 
zations to obey many of the zon 
ing restrictions that apply to peo- 
ple who want to put up new 
homes or businesses. Efforts to 
block such projects elsewhere in 
Massachusetts have on several 
occasions ended up in court

Inside, the Statehouse law- 
makers spent a second day 
struggling with the issue of gay 
marmiage. A 12-hour debate on 
Thursday led to the rejection of 
the so-called Travis Amend- 
ment — the third attempt by leg- 
islators in two days to pass an 
amendment that would define 
marriage as a commitment 
between a man and a woman — 
leaving the constitutional con- 
vention gridlocked. 

Andover’s Democratic legis- 
lators voted against the Travis 
Amendment. They also voted to 
shoot down an amendment 
posed by House Speaker 
Thomas Finneran, but voted in 
favor of the so-called Lees 
Amendment. Under the Lees 
Amendment, civil unions would 
be guaranteed. Same-sex cou- 
ples married between now and 
November 2006, when the 
amendment could be approved, 
would be stripped of their mar- 
riage certificates at that time and 

have their commitment consid- 
ered a civil union. The other 
amendments did not guarantee 
civil unions. 

Had the Lees Amendment 
passed, it would have blocked all 
other amendments from coming 
forward. The amendment would 
have required a second two- 
thirds vote next year, before it 
was allowed onto a statewide 
ballot in 2006. 

Andover State Rep. Barbara 
L'Italien - who represents 
Andover precincts 1, 7 and 8 - 
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Resident Kaity Doyle, 8, used a bullhorn at the Statehouse to 


lead cheers for gay marriage. 


said she voted for the Lees 
Amendment to block the other 
amendments from being adopt- 
ed into the constitution. She said 
she would have voted against the 
Lees Amendment next year. 

“That was strictly a strategic 
vote. The idea was to take the 
devil that we knew. We knew 
there were far more discriminat- 
ing amendments coming for- 
ward,” she said. 

L'Italien said the concept of 
civil unions might have been 
acceptable six months ago, 
before the state Supreme Judi- 
cial Court ruled 4-3 that gay 
marriage cannot be banned 
under the Massachusetts consti- 
tution. 

“The ultimate prize that they 
want has been dangled before 
them,” she said. “For gay people 


there is no compromise. I do 
think that they should have the 
right to be marned.” 

L'Italien said the two-day 
constitutional convention left her 
exhausted, but she was proud to 
have been a part of such an 
important debate. She said she 
voted her conscience and what 
She “knew was nght.” She called 
her votes the most important she 
has made in her brief political 
career. 

As a freshman legislator who 
is being targeted by the Republi- 
can party, L’Italien is aware 
already that she will need to 
fight for her seat in the next elec- 
tion. She said there is a chance 
her votes last week could affect 
her future in the 18th Essex Dis- 
trict. “The constitution is not the 
place to put any restrictions, 
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ever,” said L’Italien. “Whether 
that ends up turing me out of 
office next year, I had to do what 
was in my heart. 

“We're really not talking 
about taking anything away 
from anyone. It’s strictly a sepa- 
ration of church and state. We 
are talking about the civil side, 
not the church side,” she said. 

L'Italien said, on average, 
leading up to the convention, she 
received a call every two min- 
utes regarding the issue of gay 
marriage. Letters poured in and 
new e-mails were arriving con- 
stantly. 


Against gay marriage 

Michael Hough, an Andover 
resident in state Rep. Barry 
Finegold’s district, said he has 
contacted his legislators by 
phone, mail and e-mail. He said 
his efforts to convey his view to 
his elected leaders will continue 
until an amendment passes and 
the people have the chance to 
vote. 

“I would hope that they 
would put into law that marriage 
is basically one man and one 
woman. We are pro-marriage. 
We are not against gays, per se,” 
said Hough. 

“The purpose of the amend- 
ment is to overturn the court rul- 
ing, and I view it in that sense,” 
said Hough. “I would like the 
amendment to clearly state that 
marriage is between one man, 
one woman, period. | think that 
the gays have all the nghts they 
need already.” 

L'Italien said it is clear her 
constituents have many different 
beliefs about gay marriage. She 
said she cannot ignore the per- 
sonal stories people are trying to 
share with her, people with gay 
friends or family who want her 
to know how this will affect their 
lives. 

“People are trying to show us 
the human face of this,” she said. 

Hundreds of those faces were 
present at the Statehouse. Gay 
marriage advocates gathered 
outside and on the third floor 
singing patriotic songs such as 
God Bless America and America 
the Beautiful. As their numbers 
increased, they were heard by 
some legislators, said L Italien. 

“Some of us walked out and 
listened, and some of us started 
to sing.” L’Italien said. “It was 
emotional. These folks were just 
trying to sing songs about what 
makes our country great.” 

Conducting the informal 
choir was Doyle. Earlier, her 
husband had picked up her 
daughter, Kaity. Doyle stayed 
until the end of the night, 
although she had lost her voice 
during the protest. 

At midnight, the House and 
Senate adjourned without adopt- 
ing an amendment. They will 
take up the issue again on March 
11, but for Doyle last week felt 
like a victory. 

“] think the emotions of the 
day really got to me. The tears 
were just pouring down my face. 
We succeeded. It was really just 
such an emotional moment.” she 
said.

The $7,500 questions 


Andover to pay for objective, random survey — starting soon

The town is willing to pay 
$7,500 to know how residents 
feel about Andover. 

In January, the selectmen 
voted 4-1 to move forward with 
a survey that will ask 1,200 res- 
idents to answer basic personal 
questions, standard opinion 
questions and three questions 
custom-made for Andover. 

Selectman Ted Teichert was 
the only selectman to oppose 
having the town spend a few 
thousand dollars for the survey, 
mentioning it was close to the 
cost of July 4 fireworks, which 
are no longer in the town bud- 
get. But with the endorsement of 
four selectmen, Assistant Town 
Manager Steve Bucuzzo is 
working on presenting options 
to the selectmen to decide on 
Andover’s three customized 
questions. 

He said he talked to boards 
and committees to find ques- 
tions officials believe must be 
answered by an in-town, ran- 


dom survey. He said the cus- 
tomized questions should be 
ready to send out to the survey 
company by the end of this 
week. 

National Citizens Survey, a 
standardized, community satis- 
faction survey, will compare 
Andover’s data to other towns 
and cities across the country and 
also give Andover the raw data, 
said Bucuzzo. Bucuzzo said 
Andover will be able to see how 
it stacks up against more than 
300 other communities. Howev- 
er, the only other Massachusetts 
communities that have partici- 
pated in the survey have been 
Boston, Brookline and Worces- 
ter, he said. 

“We can compare (Andover) 
against the norms and averages 
of other towns that have been 
surveyed. We think that’s very 
valuable to have that type of 
comparison,” he said. “It tells 
you something and gives you 
some sense of customer ser- 
vice.” 


Because Andover residents 
will not be crafting the survey, 
the survey questions should not 
be biased, said Bucuzzo. The 
survey company’s standardized 
questions will not be geared to 
elicit desired certain answers o1 
avoid specific topics. 

“It’s objective. It’s also a 
good mechanism to see if there 
is a disconnect,” he said. 

Bucuzzo said the survey will 
be paid for out of unused out-of- 
state travel funds that were set 
aside for the town manager. 

Bucuzzo said if the results 
prove useful, Andover might 
want to pay to have the survey 
done again in the future. 

“IT could see, potentially, 
doing it every five years,” he 
said. 

The 1,200 residents who will 
be asked to participate in the 
survey will receive notice in 
mid-March. The surveys will 
arrive about a week later and 
should be filled out as soon as 
possible, said Bucuzzo.

Presidential primary 


The Massachusetts presiden- 
tial primary willbe held on 
Tuesday, March 2 from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m.

Town clerk calls 
for census return 


The annual town census for 
2004 was mailed to residents 
during the middle of January 
The town clerk’s office reported 
a 75 percent return on the census 
as of Feb. 4. 

The town clerk’s office urges 
residents who have not already 
returned their census to do so. 
An accurate count of all resi- 
dents is important for the town 
for several reasons — for exam- 
ple, the current population count 
is the basis for allocation of state 
and federal funds. 

Compliance with this state 


requirement provides proof of 


residence to protect voting 
rights, veterans’ bonuses, hous- 
ing for the elderly and related 
benefits. Also, people who do 
not return their census, might 
affect their active voting status. 
The town census is the only way 
the town clerk can verify resi- 
dency, and that is important for 
school enrollment, the voting 
lists, and the maintenance of 
updated statistics, according to a 
release from the clerk’s office.

center opening on time. 

Ground was broken in Octo- 
ber 2000, and Piantedosi said the 
project was three months behind 
as of April 2001. The town had 
to go back and ask voters at 2001 
and 2002 Town Meeting for a 
combined $1,065,000. 

Stapezynski said there have 
been times during the project 
when Mello Construction has 
not had enough workers on site, 
but progress has increased dur- 
ing the last six months. “We've 
had a good level of workers and 
a good level of progress in recent 
months. It seems obvious that 
the contractor wants to finish the 
job and do a good job. We're 
pleased with that,” said 
Stapezynski. Stapezynski added 
he expects work to continue in 
this fashion until the station is 
done. 

A highlight of the safety cen- 
ter will be a tiered presentation 
room that will be shared by fire- 
fighters and police for training 
purposes, and will be open to the 
community at night for meet- 
ings.

“The biggest issue is the 
intensity of use of the property — 
traffic, drainage, the visual 
impact,” Planning Director 
Stephen Colyer said. “No matter 
what you're building, this much 
of a change in a residential 
neighborhood would be 
noticed.” 

The Chabad rabbi, Asher 
Bronstein, and his lawyers and 
engineers went over the building 
plan last month with town offi- 
cials, who found a number of 
problems, Colyer said. A revised 
plan addresses some of those 
issues and will be discussed at a 
Planning Board meeting Feb. 24.

The situation echoes an ongo- 
ing battle between a Chabad 
Jewish temple in Newton and 
town leaders there, who in 
December refused to grant the 
group a waiver from parking reg- 
ulations, saying it is operating in 
violation of zoning laws. Around 
the state, organizations protected 
by the Dover Amendment often 
begin meeting in a home and 
then seek to turn the building 
into a larger, commercial-style 
structure despite residents’ 
protests. But Bronstein said his 

2-year-old group bought its 
building at 310 North Main St. 
specifically because it is in an 
already busy area. 

“Although our property is res- 
idential, it happens to be on 
Route 133 and Route 28. These 
neighborhoods are more com- 
mercially zoned,” Bronstein 
said. “If you look at 310 North 
Main St, it is a huge property. It 
will have enough parking. On 
Shabbat (the S Sabbath). people 
are going to walk.

Salt may make icy sidewalks 
and streets safer this time of 
year, but some scientists worry it 
could poison the Merrimack 
Valley's natural resources in the 
long run. They say recent stud- 
ies reveal dangerous levels of 
the substance in the soil and 
water year-round. 

“We are seeing an increase of 
road salt in the Merrimack 
River,” said Keith Robinson, a 
hydrologist with the US Geo- 
logical Survey, which has stud- 
ied its use in the region for the 
past five years. 

“The trend in road salt use is 
pretty significant” and “will be 
reflected in decreasing water 
quality,” he said. “As salt use 
increases, you are going to be 
seeing the effects.” 

The specific effects are being 
studied and are still uncertain, 
he said. Sand use is generally 
shunned because it clogs storm 
drains and fouls streets, result- 
ing in costly spring cleanups. In 
response, Cities and states are 
increasingly employing rock salt 
and de-icing chemicals alone. 
While public works officials say 
they are curbing their road salt 
use, some say it’s stil] going up a 
little through a practice of pre- 
treating roads with de-icers 
before a storm hits 

In a study released last year. 
the Geological Survey found 
that salt levels have risen tenfold 
in the Merrimack River since 
Lawrence drinking water labs 
Started taking measurements in 
the early-1900s. More alarming. 
Robinson said, is what's hap- 
pening in the smaller streams 
and rivers near major highways 
and highly developed areas - 
such as Andover’s Fish Brook, 
which feeds into the town’s 
drinking water supply (see relat- 
ed story, page 1). 

Such waterways can see salt 


levels climb to three times the 
federally recommended level of 
230 milligrams per liter. That's 
less than a pinch of salt in a 
quart of water — hardly enough 
to taste, but enough to take a toll 
on cranberry plants, according 
to research at the University of 
Massachusetts. Robinson said 
the Geological Survey has been 
seeing salt in some streams at 
800 to 900 milligrams per liter. 

“In small streams draining 
near larger roads ... that’s 
approaching toxicity levels,” 
Robinson said. 

Beyond the UMass cranberry 
studies, which are lab-based, 
nobody knows for certain if all 
this salt is hurting plants and 
animals in the wild. But every- 


thing in the Merrimack Valley is . 


getting saltier. The roads, water, 
streams, even the dirt has salt 
enough from winter applications 
to keep it plentiful in mid- 
August. 

When salt melts, it sinks into 
the ground then travels with the- 
groundwater towards streams 
and finally the ocean. Eventual- 
ly, this process would flush the 
salt out of soil through the rivers 
and into the sea, where it’s a lit- 
tle more welcome. 

But salt is used enough that 
the soil can’t get flushed before 
more salt is added. Small 
streams are as salty in August as 
they are in February. Salt does 
not break down in the environ- 
ment. “These compounds persist 
in the subsurface environment 
and no reactions take them 
away,” said David Ostendorf, a 
professor of civil and environ- 
mental engineering at UMass 
Amherst. “It dissolves and then 
doesn’t react with anything.” 

If salt’s impact on plants and 
animals is still subject to study, 
its contribution to human heart 
disease is not. The sodium in 
salt drives up blood pressure and 


has prompted many highway 
departments to start spreading a 
de-icer that uses calcium in 
place of the sodium, especially 
near reservoirs. 

Andove has seen salt levels in 
its drinking water double during 
the past five years to twice what 
is floating in the Merrimack 
River. “When you see changes 
in raw water quality, you need to 
look at what the sources of 
change are and then see if you 
can remediate those changes,” 
said Cyndi Vaughn, Andover’s 
water resources coordinator. 
“From 1983 to 1998 we saw a 5- 
percent increase in sodium in

“It’s clear in these issues that 
society has to make some deci- 
sions,” said Robinson. “Do you 
put down something that’s rela- 
tively inexpensive, or put down 
something that less environmen- 
tally hazardous and costs 
more?”

I had seen photographs on 
the news, on the Internet and in literature | 
received, but until I saw her in all of her 
majesty, I could not fully understand and 
appreciate the accomplishment of building 
the largest cruise ship ever. I understood the 
cost to build her was $800 million. She was 
most famous ocean liner in the world. And I 
was to be aboard for this historic occasion. 

The dock was alive with the coming and 
going of passengers, taxis, limousines and 
cars. I was happy to see my sister and assis- 
tant, Agnes Newdoll, waiting for me at the 
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check in. This was a special trip to enjoy 
with my sister, who lives in California, 3,000 
miles away from me. 

We were assigned to a stateroom on deck 
5. We passed through a strong security 
check, had our identification cards made and 
photographs taken, and walked the long 
ramp up to our incredible floating hotel. 

The size of the ship became even more 
impressive as we wove our way through cor- 
ridors and hallways to find our room and 
then went back to the top — deck 12 - fora 
rousing sendoff. The Royal Navy band was 
playing on the pier. There was a ttillating 
sense of joy and excitement in the air. We 
knew that fireworks were planned, but it was 
not until the hom blew, the band played and 
the passengers danced and waved flags on 
the top decks that we felt the full impact of 
the occasion.

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Teacher negotiations begin Monday 


Superintendent’s negotiation continues; other su 


By Ben Hellman 

The School Committee will 
begin contract negotiations with 
teachers this coming Monday, 
Feb. 23. At the same time, mem- 
ber Art Barber is studying Mass- 
achusetts superintendent con- 
tracts to continue the process of 
negotiating Superintendent 
Claudia Bach’s contract. 

Andover teachers’ current 
contract ends Tuesday, Aug. 31 
and the committee has begun 
conversations with teachers. In 
December, both sides spent two 
days training in “interest-based 
bargaining” (IBB), a technique 
used to negotiate the existing 
contract. Interest-based bargain- 
ing assumes that both sides are 
pursuing common goals. Bach 
has studied with Roger Fisher, 
who helped develop the process 
and has been a leading practi- 
tioner. 

The technique has all sides 


agree to ground rules and then 
allows them to be more free in 
brainstorming solutions without 
having details written in stone, 
said Bach. “The process 
becomes very inventive, very 
creative rather than putting 
something on the table and hav- 
ing it cast in concrete,” said 
Bach. “It’s hugely, hugely time- 
consuming and it’s more chal- 
lenging in tougher economic 
times.” 

Many people believe negotia- 
tions might have been compli- 
cated when it was made public 
that School Committee Chair- 
woman Tina Girdwood had 
already signed a “memorandum 
of understanding” that agrees to 
extend Bach’s contract through 
June 2007 and offer her an annu- 
al 3- to S-percent raise. Never- 
theless, Bach and the committee 
maintain Bach’s contract negoti- 
ations are on-going. “It’s not 


done until every detail is done.” 
said Bach. Bach’s current con 
tract expires June 30 

Barber has recused himsell 
from the process of teacher 
negotiations because his wife is 
an Andover teacher. Even so, he 
has sat through the meetings and 
training sessions with his fellow 
committee members and the 
teachers who attended, in case 
he is needed in an emergency 
such as if the committee could 
not gather a quorum to make a 
decision. But he does not expect 
such a situation to arise. “I have 
no intention of participating 
unless it becomes necessary,” 
said Barber. 

Because he will not be an 
active part of teacher negotia- 
tions, Barber has picked up extra 
responsibilities in negotiating 
Bach’s contract, he says. Barber 
and member Christopher Smith 
are also heading Bach's annual

Barber has stressed that keep- 
ing Bach as superintendent will 
save the town the cost of a super- 
intendent search. In addition, he 
claims hiring a new superinten- 
dent probably would require 
offering more money to make 
the position match the salaries of 
other local cities and towns 
“Previous committees have not 
kept pace with going rates,” said 
Barber. Bach’s salary is currently 
$131,644, according to the 
school’s business office. 

Barber has received 10 super- 
intendent contracts from the 
Massachusetts School Commit- 
tee Association, which Barber 
will use during the process. Bar- 
ber hasn’t begun to look at them 
yet. “Il start analyzing them in 
another couple of weeks,” he 
said

The shores of Southampton 
were lined with people, cars, 
photographers and merrymakers 
of all sorts.

A myriad of passengers 
flocked to sign in and pick up 
kits for painting, and I took two 
motion-sickness pills to keep 
smiling. [ hoped that I would not 
have to stand at an easel until the 
seas became calmer. 

The response to the classes 
was overwhelming. I was so 
busy with setting out materials, 
doing a painting demonstration, 
cleaning up and starting over for 
the afternoon session, that things 
were in a whirl. It was a shame 
that we had to turn some eager 
painters away as the classrooms 
now designated specifically for 
painting only held 28 people. 
Later, | was able to convince the 
assistant cruise director that I 
could handle one large class of 
60 to 80 and that everyone who 
was interested could participate.

I learned that the British call a 
hug, a cuddle.

Entertainment 

Authors, distinguished speak- 
ers, first-rate European entertain- 
ers, pianists, comedians, jugglers 
and classical musicians were 
brought on board. A wonderful 
troupe of dancers performed 
each night and Dame Shirley 
Bassey, famous for her singing 
in Goldfinger, performed during 
the first night out. Kate Adie, 
BBC’s chief news correspon- 
dent, gave three lectures that I 
enjoyed immensely and she 
signed her books as well. A book 
signing was arranged for me in 
the library for A Travelers 
Guide to Painting with Watercol- 
or and Painters Wild Workshop.

Eight sent to local hospitals as result of fumes from propane-powered floor buffer

Fire officials say carbon monoxide fumes 
from a propane-powered floor buffer forced 
the evacuation of a Shawsheen Plaza depart- 
ment store and sent eight people to local hos- 
pitals on Tuesday. 

Fire Deputy Albert Del Dotto said someone 
called the Fire Department around 10:45 a.m. 
to report a gas leak at Marshall’s in Shawsheen 
Plaza on Route 28. Using a handheld environ- 
mental monitor, firefighters scanned the air 
and determined the leak was carbon monoxide. 

Firefighters evacuated the store then turned 
on fans to air out the building. Del Dotto said 
initially two people asked to be hospitalized 


for severe headaches, a symptom synonymous 
with exposure to carbon monoxide, he said. 

Six more had similar complaints, prompt- 
ing a call for help to the North Andover Fire 
Department, which took additional patients to 
Lawrence General Hospital and Caritas Holy 
Family Hospital in Methuen. Del Dotto said 
none of the injuries were life-threatening. The 
names of the patients were not available. 

Andover Police Officer Pele James said he 
was called to control the crowd shortly after 
the alarm sounded, but that most customers 
were gone when he arrived. He remained at the 
scene to assist rescue workers. 

A Marshall's spokesman could not provide 


the number of customers or workers inside the 
store at the time of the incident. 
Andover Fire Deputy Lincoln Clark said the 
floor buffer might have been malfunctioning 
and has been taken out of service. “I think it 
was malfunctioning because that’s a very com- 
mon appliance to be used in that sort of area,” 
said Clark. ‘ 
Carbon monoxide is odorless, but Clark 
said the smell of other combustion byproducts 
was immediately noticeable in the store. 
“When I walked in there you could definitely 
tell there was something,” he said. 
The store reopened for business Tuesday 
afternoon.

High Plain Elementary is projected 
to be 2 percent over capacity during the 
2004-05 school year, said Hyslip. She 
cautioned against redistricting because 
in the tough financial year ahead, no 
school is going to be allowed to have 
markedly smaller student/teacher 
ratios than the others. “If you take 60 
to 80 students out, you're going to lose 
staff?” said Hyslip. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach’s 
charge to parents in October 2003 was 
to find creative solutions to overcrowd- 
ing without impacting other schools, 
moving students with special educa- 
tion plans or increasing the budget, 
said Hyslip. Parents made it clear 
before the study started that redistrict- 
ing was an unpopular option, as many 
of their children had been switched 
from familiar schools the year before. 

Wood Hill Middle Principal Norah 
McCarthy came to the rescue, offering 
High Plain Elementary the use of two 
classrooms, which could be used for 
art and music classes, said Hyslip. The 
fix will help the school through two 
school years, after which the popula- 
tion is expected to decline, said Hyslip. 
“It was never meant to be a long-term 
solution,” said Hyslip. 

Capping grades K-2 at High Plain 
Elementary at the midpoint of the 
School Committee’s class-size policy, 
and sending any additional students to 
the Shawsheen School, was a sugges- 
tion Hyslip believes will not be an 
option. But the group was. asked to 
think outside the box, she said. “It was- 
n't our charge to come up with viable 
options. It was our charge to come up

with creative options,” said Hyslip. She 
said the School Committee will make 
the final decision. 

(The School Committee set a policy 
on classroom staffing in March 1995

The group met with Schools Busi- 
ness Manager Bernie Tuttle and retired 
Transportation Coordinator Carol 
Znamierowski to get expert opinions on 
population trends, said Hyslip. They 
also met with High Plain Elementary 
gym teachers and a media specialist to 
get opinions on how extra students 
would stress the school’s infrastructure 
and related classes. Hyslip said the spe- 
cialists’ consensus was that they could 
handle the extra students. “I think the 
process was very considerate of the 
kids. I'm very confidant we're not 
bursting at the seams,” said Hyslip 

High Plain Elementary has faced 
overcrowding concerns since it opened 
in September 2002. Parents asked for 
help in the summer 2003 when many 
classes at High Plain were expected to 
be larger than a typical Andover class- 
room this fall. Third-grade classrooms 
were projected to have 28 to 29 stu- 
dents — 29 is the largest number of 
third-grade students the committee's 
policy tolerates in one class 

Only one parent accepted the sys

Negotiations 
will go long 
way to solution 


HEN TOWN MEETING ARRIVES at the end of 

April, residents will have a number of impor- 
tant decisions to make about town spending. But per- 
haps the most significant choices impacting 
Andover’s future will be made by elected officials 
behind closed doors. 

The School Committee plans to sit down on 
Monday with Andover’s teachers union to begin 
negotiating a new contract, to take effect next school 
year. Such contracts have the largest effect on the 
budget, because the bulk of Andover’s spending pays 
for employees’ salaries. 

Whether one is talking about the teachers union 
and the School Committee, or another town union 
and the selectmen, both sides need to work together 
to ensure that a new agreement will not force the 
town to eliminate more positions and programs. 
Unions will have to be realistic with their demands. 
Officials will have to be firm, but creative. 

Negotiating this new contract will be the most sig- 
nificant work most town officials do to provide a bet- 
ter future for the town.

Violence outside clinics is an issue worthy of attention

The suffering caused by side- 
walk picketers needs to be told. 
I have a friend who is a dedi- 
cated clinic administrator. Dur- 
ing her years at a Pensacola, Fla. 


: clinic, two doctors have been 


murdered and an escort critically 
wounded. This fall, the police 
notified her that a picketer out- 
side her clinic fit the psycholog- 


ical profile of the murderer of 
one doctor and the wounding of 
the escort. 

My friend walks through 
lines of picketers every day 
because she is dedicated to the 
right of every woman to decide 
when and if she will become a 
mother. Her clinic offers coun- 
selors who are trained to help 
women with their decisions and 
to avoid future unplanned preg- 
nancies. Some of the women 
who leave the clinic may not 
have been influenced by “side- 
walk counselors,” but by the 
qualified counselors within the 
clinic. Pro-choice groups train 


escorts for women who are 
frightened by the protesters. 
Also, the escorts are trained to be 
a peaceful presence when the 
atmosphere outside the clinic 
becomes toxic. Their work takes 
courage and their stories need to 
be told. 

I know that the women whose 
story the Jownsman told would 
never participate in violence, but 
the statistics on clinic violence 
are incredibly high and those 
who work in clinics never know 
when violence will erupt.

Capital projects can be delayed, not math instruction 


Editor, Townsman: 

Since learning about the elim- 
ination of advanced math in our 
middle schools last May, I have 
been talking with parents, school 
administration, and school board 
members about this issue. 
Everyone I have talked with has 
been courteous and thoughtful, 
and has the best interest of the 
students at heart. What I see is a 
fundamental philosophical dif- 
ference on how middle school 
math should be taught. 

In the 1960s and *70s, superi- 
ority in math and science was 
viewed as critical to our nation’s 
security. With the current loss of 
technology jobs overseas, supe- 
riority in math and science is still 
critical to our nation’s future. I 
believe if a student is interested 
and motivated, he or she should 
be allowed to move at a faster 
pace. In contrast, the current 
middle-school philosophy is that 
it is More important to group stu- 
dents “heterogeneously,” i.e., to 
place a mix of students in all 
classes, and to give all students 
the same basic education. Stu- 


dents who want to learn more 
can do extra activities on their 
own, after they complete the reg- 
ular work. They are encouraged 
to join clubs after school, and 
their parents are encouraged to 
hire tutors after school. Ideally, 
if a teacher has the time and 
resources available, the teacher 
can also supplement the basic 
curriculum by “differentiation, ” 
which is teaching students at dif- 
ferent levels within the same 
classroom. 

The schools have had a lot on 
their plate in recent weeks, 
including the time-on-learning 
issue at the high school and the 
current financial shortfall. I hope 
that after these issues have been 
resolved we can have an open 
dialog concerning middle-school 
math. I am encouraged by the 
recent announcement by Assis- 
tant Superintendent Marcia 
O'Neil that the middle schools 
will soon start to supplement 
their math programs with the 
Drexel Math Forum Web site. | 
think this is a great idea, and 
hopefully the first of many steps 


to challenge all of our students. 
It shows that the schools are lis- 
tening to parental concerns and 
taking action. 

Two years ago, many parents 
voted against the tax override to 
“send the schools a message.” If 
parents want to send the schools 
a message, they should send 
them an e-mail, meet with them 
or call them on the phone. They 
could go to a meeting and get 
into a debate. But when it comes 
time to fund our children’s edu- 
cation, I hope they will send our 
kids the message that their edu- 
cation matters. Residents should 
tell our Board of Selectmen that 
our schools need to be priority 
No. 1, ahead of all of the other 
items in the budget. I would 
rather see my tax dollars spent 
on education than on new water 
meters, new town vehicles, or 
pretty much any of the other 
items on the town budget. Many 
of these capital improvements 
can be deferred. Our children’s 
education cannot.

Doctors in the 
house — and Capitol

ISCUSSIONS AT 25TH CLASS REUNIONS CAN FOCUS ON 
De gain, baldness and divorces, but a local ortho- 
pedist who recently got together with members of his 
residency class discussed none of the above. 

Instead, those attending the 25th reunion for Massachusetts 
General Hospital residents from the class of 1978 talked about 
politics, and how doctors can help out overseas. As a result, an 
Andover doctor and his son will visit Vietnam this spring to 
offer medical help there. 

“No one was much heavier, and there was just one divorce. 
What was remarkable was how stable and balanced they are,” 
said Thomas Hoerner of Andover, who attended the reunion in 
Washington, D.C. earlier this month, and will travel to Viet- 
nam. Hoerner works at Essex Orthopedics on Haverhill Street. 

Also remarkable was the reunion host’s political ties. The 
host was Sen. Bill Frist of Tennessee, Senate Majority Leader. 

A surgeon who swapped his scalpel for a gavel, Frist talked 
about how his medical/scientific training gives him a “per- 
spective not available to other members of the Senate,” Hoern- 
er said. Frist was formerly a cardiothoracic surgeon at Vander- 
bilt University and a member of Hoerner’s original group of 12 
residents at MGH. 

“Dr. Frist gave us a private tour of the Capitol, allowing us 
to view many areas not open to the general public,” said 
Hoerner, 51. “In the Senate chambers we viewed Daniel Web- 
ster’s desk as well as many others.” 

The reunion dinner was held in the Mansfield Dining Room 
at the Capitol and that’s when the event turned ordinary. Atten- 
dees shared brief biographies of their lives since residency. 
Hoerner’s called his “uncomplicated.” 

“T finished residency, moved to Andover, and have worked 
in the same practice for 20 years - a milestone recognized last 
month,” said this married father of four kids ages 24, 21, 18 
and 13. 

The importance of reaching out to sick people all over the 
world received lots of attention at this reunion. Frist has helped 
out in Kenya and the Sudan when the Senate was not in ses- 
sion, while other doctors have helped out in Ecuador and also 
in Kenya. 

Hoerner will be visiting Vietnam this June with his 18-year- 
old son. He leaves June 11 to take part in a program organized 
by Health Volunteers Overseas and was clearly inspired by his 
fellow class members who have already given something back 
to make the world a better place. 

“The program’s goal is to leave a legacy; to teach and make 
sure people are better served,” he explained. “And, I think it 
will be a good experience for my son to see the importance of 
giving back.”

Circle of Rhythm 


Andover women’s drum circle: musical outlet, bonding arena

T STARTS WITH THE PALM OF ONE 
woman’s hand slapping the surface of a 
drum. Then there is another slap and 
another — louder — and the drumming is 
joined by other sounds. Tambourines jingle, 
sticks crack together, beaded rattles shake 
and several more women beat drums. The 
sounds become one. Some women close 
their eyes. Others feel an urge to get out of 
their chairs and dance. 

This is a drumming circle, an hour of 
freedom, powerful noise, release and relax- 
ation that takes place the second Thursday 
of every month at Old Town Hall, 20 Main 
St. 

Andover women’s drum circle has been a 
musical outlet and bonding arena for just 
over a year, according to those involved. 
Jane Gossard began the monthly drum ses- 
sions through the Andover Senior Center. 
She came to the senior center to host a sto- 
rytelling event. When she was asked if she 
would be interested in leading a monthly 
drumming session, she says 
there was no hesitation. 

“I will show up with my 
drums and whoever comes | 
will drum with them,” says 
Gossard. The group is open to 
women of all ages. 

Gossard has never had to 
worry about drumming alone, 
since several local women 
always join her sessions. 

The women gather on the 
top floor of Old Town Hall, also 
known as the Town House. The 
afternoon sun illuminates the 
empty auditorium through large 
windows. About a dozen fold- 
ing chairs are dragged into the 
center of the room. Gossard 
says the room creates glorious 
acoustics and offers a lot of 
space for dancing and drum- 
ming. 

As the women arrive, they sit 
in the chairs. They say even 
first-timers are greeted with 
friendly smiles, and there is a 
sense of community among 
those who join the circle. 

“It’s a wonderful way to 
spend an afternoon,” says 
Nancy Redding, one of the 
drummers. 

The sessions begin when 
Gossard presses the play button 
on a tape recorder. Participants 
abandon the circle of chairs to 
get up and dance. Everyone 
dances. 

Some of the women sway 
from side to side, others twirl in 
circles and leap around the 
room. Some smile at each other, others close 
their eyes and concentrate on having their 
bodies reflect the drum beats. 

This warm-up exercise entices women to 
create their own beats. The women regroup 
in the drum circle. There is a ring of folding 
chairs and a variety of different drums and 
noise makers laid out on a blanket in the 
center. One by one, the women introduce

themselves and say what they are “drum- 
ming for” today. A few of the women will 
drum for loved ones or as a means of 
addressing personal issues. Some women 
say they are just drumming to drum. 

And then it begins. Everyone grabs an 
instrument, from knee-high drums to a bot- 
tle of aspirin. It is time to make some noise. 

The women of the circle bang passion- 
ately against the drums. They shake vigor- 
ously anything that rattles or they knock 
together wooden sticks. Most of the women 
switch instruments during the afternoon for 
a chance to play them all at some point. 
Other women don’t skip a beat and play 
whatever they picked up from the start the 
whole way through. 

“Drumming means doing anything you 
feel like doing on the drum. It’s just making 
a tone and seeing what happens,” says Gos- 
sard. “We all have some sense of rhythm. 
They come into rhythm together. That has 
always happened.” 

Many of the women close their eyes 
while they play. 

“It’s kind of a meditation 
experience,” says Susan Lenoe, 
another drum-circle member. “I 
think the great thing about it is, 
it’s a state of inner focus.” 

While the women make 
music, Andrea Bachner, a regu- 
lar participant, is often com- 
pelled to dance around her fel- 
low drummers. She sways with 
her eyes closed, raises her hands 
to the ceiling and aligns her 
movements in perfect harmony 
with the music. 

“You end up realizing, ‘Why 
wasn't I dancing all along?’” 
says Bachner. “Music is really 
important. It’s like the essence 
of yourself. It takes you out of 
time.” 

About an hour passes and the 
beats begin to dwindle. No one 
says stop. The ending is very 
smooth and soft. “And then we 
sit in silence,” says Gossard. 

After an hour of drums, the 
silence raises a powerful sound 
of its own. Then the women 
stand. Holding hands in the cir- 
cle they sing. There are no 
words just long notes thrown 
out and mimicked by the voices 
of the other women. It’s hard to 
tell which sounds are being pro- 
duced by which women. The 
sessions close with a prayer-like 
chant about harmony, the uni- 
verse and nature. 

“When you're finished drum- 
ming, you feel great,” says Gos- 
sard. 

About a dozen other women agreed with 
her on their way out of last week’s session.
